SOUTH AFRICAN " AGGRESSION" IN ANGOLA- 

SOUTH AFRICAN PERMREP BOTHA APPEALED TO UK PERMREP RICHARD 
FOR UK UNDERSTANDING OF SOUTH AFRICAN POSITION PROTECTING DAM 
IN ANGOLA. ACCORDING TO BRITISH MISOFF, RICHARD REPLIED THAT 
BOTHA " COULD NOT COUNT ON" BRITISH TO VETO ANY EVENTUAL

UN COMMISSIONER FOR NAMIBIA MACBRIDE— 

BRITISH HAVE RECEIVED AUTHORIZATION TO JOIN US AND OTHERS 
REPEAT AND OTHERS IN COORDINATED PROTEST TO SECRETARY 
GENERAL WALDHEIM OVER UN COMMISSIONER FOR NAMIBIA MACBRIDE'S 
REMARKS. FRENCH AND JAPANESE SEEM DISINCLINED TO DO SO. 

BRITISH PERMREP RICHARD TOLD US THAT WALDHEIM STATED SEVERAL 
DAYS AGO THAT HE "DISOWNED" MACBRIDE'S REMARKS IN LUSAKA. 

THE ZAMBIANS HAVE ALREADY SEEN THE SYG TO PROTEST 
MACBRIDE’S ADVISING OTHER THAN A PEACEFUL SOLUTION. IN APAR- 
THEID COMMITTEE MEETING EARLIER THIS WEEK, THE CHINESE 
ALSO WERE CRITICAL, ASKING FOR DISTRIBUTION OF FULL TEXT

SHOOTING INCIDENT AT SOVIET RIVERDALE COMPLEX- 

SOVIET ACTING PERMREP KHARLAMOV EXPRESSED APPRECIATION WHEN 
AMB SHERER TOLD HIM OF US CONCERN OVER THE FEVRUARY 27 
SHOOTING INCIDENT AT THE SOVIET RIVERDALE COMPLEX, AND 
HE APPEARED TO UNDERSTAND THERE WAS NO CONNIVANCE OF ANY SORT. 
SOVIET DEPUTY REPRESENTATIVE OVINNIKOV READILY ACKNO- 
WLEDGED THERE WAS NO CONNIVANCE, BUT HE DOES NOT 
THINK THE US IS DOING ALL IT COULD TO PROVIDE PROTECTION FOR 
SOVIET OFFICIALS. (CONFIDENTIAL -USUN 0861) 

UN COMMITTEE ON RESTRUCTURING - 

THE GENERAL DEBATE IN THE COMMITTEE WHICH 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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CONCLUDED ITS SESSION MARCH 4 WAS, IN MANY RESPECTS, INCHOATE 
AS DELEGATIONS GROPED FOR IDEAS AND TRIED TO SOUND 
POSITIVE WHILE, IN FACT, KEEPING ALL OPTIONS OPEN. THE MAIN 
COMMON THREAD IN STATEMENTS BY AGENCY HEADS WAS THE NEED TO 
AVOID INTERFERING WITH THEIR AUTONOMY. DESPITE VARIOUS RESER- 
VATIONS ON PARTICULAR ASPECTS, MANY SPEAKERS TOOK THE REPORT 
OF THE GROUP FO 25 EXPERTS AS A POINT OF DEPARTURE. MOST 
DELEGATIONS WERE UNWILLING TO TAKE HARD POSITIONS 
ON SUCH KEY RECOMMENDATIONS AS ESTABLISHMENT OF A NEW POST 
OF DIRECTOR GENERAL FOR ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL 
AFFIARS OR MERGING OF VARIOUS UN FUNDS. NEVERTHELESS, THERE 
WERE ENOUGH COMMENTS TO SHOW THAT THE EXPERTS REPORT 
IS FINALLY RECEIVING SERIOUS ATTENTION. IN THE CORRIDORS 
IT BECAME INCREASINGLY CLEAR THAT THE FUNDAMENTAL QUESTION IS 
NOT WHETHER A MAJOR RESTRUCTURING WILL BE WORKED OUT THIS YEAR, 
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BUT, RATHER, WHETHER THE EXERCISE WILL BE ABLE TO GENERATE SERIOUS 
MOMENTUM AND LEAD TO ANY CONCRETE ACCOMPLISHMENTS. 

THE INTERSESSIONAL GROUP IS TO MEET FROM APRIL 12 TO 23, 

WITH A POSSIBILITY OF SEVERAL ADDITIONAL SESSIONS PRIOR 
TO THE JUNE AD HOC COMMITTEE MEETING.

UNIDO DEPUTY EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR POST-- 

WHEN WESTERN EUROPEAN GROUP MET TO CONSIDER QUESTION OF 
UNIDO DEPUTY EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR POST, CHAIRMAN HJORTH-NIELSEN 
(DENMARK) REPORTED HE HAD JUST SPOKEN TO SYG WALDHEIM AND 
RECEIVED ASSUREANCES THAT POST WOULD BE FILLED BY A NATIONAL 
OF A DEVELOPED COUNTRY. THERE WAS COMPLETE UNDERSTANDING 
ON THIS POINT BETWEEN WALDHEIM AND UNIDO EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR 
KHANE. SWEDIH AMB RYDBECK CONFIRMED THAT SWEDEN HAS 
A CANDIDATE, BUT DID NOT THINK IT WISE FOR WESTERN EUROPEAN 
GROUP TO PUT FORWARD A PARTICULAR CANDIDATE. CHAIRMAN 
COMMENTED HE HAD ALSO HEARD OF JAPENES INTEREST (LATER 
CONFIRMED TO USUN BY THE JAPANESE). (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE USUN 0864) 
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COORDINATING COMMITTEE OF NONALIGNED COUNTRIES - 

COORDINATING COMMITTEE OF NONALIGNED COUNTRIES (CCNAC) 

AT AMBASSADORIAL-LEVEL MEETING DECIDED THAT CCNAC MINISTERIAL- 
LEVEL PREPARATORY MEETING FOR AUGUST COLOMBO SUMMIT WILL 
BE HELD MAY 30- JUNE 2 AT ALGIERS. (CONFIDENTIAL - USUN 873)

FURTHER NORTH KOREAN ATTACKS ON US - 

NORTH KOREAN OBSERVER KWON HELD UN PRESS CONFERENCE FOR 
SECOND DAY IN ROW, MARCH 5, AND AGAINS SHARPLY ATTACKED 
US MILITARY PRESENCE IN ROK. (USUN 883) 

COMMITTEE ON RELATIONS WITH HOST COUNTRY - 

THE COMMITTEE CONTINUED DISCUSSION MARCH 4 OF THE SHOOTING 
INCIDENT AT THE SOVIET COMPLEX IN RIVERDALE, AND ON MARCH 5 
ADOPTED A STATEMENT EXPRESSING CONCERN OVER THE INCIDENT 
AND URGING THE HOST COUNTRY TO TAKE ALL NECESSARY MEASURES 
TO ENSURE THE SECURITY OF MISSIONS, AND TO APPREHEND, 

PROSECUTE AND PUNISH THOSE GUILTY OF CRIMINAL ACTS RECENTLY 
COMMITTED AGAINST UN MISSIONS. BEFORE THE STATEMENT WAS 
ADOPTED, NORBURY (US) NOTED THAT THE US UNDERSTOOD 
"ENSURE THE SECURITY OF MISSIONS" TO MEAN THAT THE US WOULD 
DO EVERYTHING POSSIBLE TO ASSURE SECURITY, BUT NO GOVERNMENT, 

LEAST OF ALL GOVERNMENT OF A FREE SOCIETY, COULD GIVE IRON- 
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CLAD SECURITY GUARANTEE. 

AMB JAIPAL (INDIA) EXPRESSED "DISQUIET" OVER IDL LEAFLET 
WHICH STATED IT APPLAUDED "ALL WHO HARASS YOUR REPRESENTATIVES, 
DIPLOMATS, WOMEN AND CHILDREN... AND DAMAGE YOUR PROPERTY 
AND INTERFERE WITH YOUT NORMAL ROUTINES." HE SAID THE COMMITTEE 
SHOULD SEE IF JDL ACTIVITIES VIOLATED US LAWS AND ASCERTAIN 
IF LAWS WERE ADEQUATE. AMB SHERER REPLIED THAT THE US 
ATTORNEY HAS STATED NO US LAWS HAD BEEN VIOLATED BY THE 
LEAFLET. IRAQI MINISTER ZAHAWIE BELIEVED THE JDL STATEMENT 
CONTRAVENED 1972 ACT FOR PROTECTION OF FOREIGN OFFICIALS. 

THAO-MO BOUNAAK (LAOS) COMPLAINED OF THEFT OF LAO CAR IN 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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1975, AND INSISTED THAT THE CAR THEFT BE DEALT WITH 
IN THE STATEMENT. NORBURY ARGUED THAT THE LAO INCIDENT, 

SINCE IT WAS NOT OF A POLITICAL NATURE SHOULD NOT BE INCLUDED. 
STATEMENTS WERE ALSO MADE BY REPRESENTATIVES OF TANZANIA, 

MALI AND SAUDI ARABIA CONCERNING SECURITY OF MISSIONS, 

JDL THREATS, AND QUESTION OF WHETHER THE LAO COMPLAINT 
SHOULD BE INCLUDED IN THE COMMITTEE'S STATEMENT ON SHOOTING 
INCIDENT AT THE SOVIET RIVERDALE COMPLEX. ZAHAWIE SUGGESTED 
AS A COMPROMISE THAT THE LAOTIAN INCIDENT BE DETACHED FROM 
OTHERS AND THAT SYMPATHY BE EXPRESSED TO LAO MISSION IN 
A SEPARATE PARAGRAPH. US ACQUIESCED, AND ALL COMMITTEE 
MEMBERS AGREED. (USUN 871, 872) 

COMMITTEE ON WORLD CONFERENCE - 

THE COMMITTEE CONCLUDED ITS FIRST SERIES OF 1976 

MEETINGS MARCH 5, AFTER AGREEING WITHOUT OBJECTION TO CHAIRMAN S 
HOVEYDA'S (IRAN) PROPOSAL THAT THE 10-NATION WORKING GROUP 
BEGIN WORK WEEK OF MARCH 8 AND PREPARE A DRAFT REPORT 
BY THE BEGINNING OF JULY. THE COMMITTEE ITSELF IS TO BE 
CONVENED IN MID- JULY FOR THREE DAYS, ON THE UNDERSTANDING 
THAT ADDITIONAL MEETINGS COULD BE HELD IF NEEDED. HOVEYDA 
NOTED THAT THE WORKING GROUP IS OPEN-ENDED AND ALL COMMITTEE 
MEMBERS WISHING TO CONTRIBUTE TO ITS WORK MAY DO SO. 

FINAL GENERAL DEBATE SPEAKERS WERE THE REPRESENTATIVES 
OF CZECHOSLOVAKIA, SWEDEN, MEXICO, ARGENTINA, AUSTRIA, 

PAKISTAN, PHILIPPINES, IRAN AND LEBANON. 

CONVENING OF A WORLD DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE WAS STRONGLY 
SUPPORTED STRONGLY BY CZECHOSLOVAKIA, MEXICO (ARMS RACE 
WAS INCOMPATIBLE WITH EFFORTS TO ESTABLISH A NEW INTERNATIONAL 
ECONOMIC ORDER) AND PAKISTAN. WHILE NO SPEAKER OPPOSED 
HOLDING A CONFERENCE, SWEDEN, ARGENTINA, AUSTRIA AND THE 
PHILIPPINES POINTED OUT THAT IT WAS ESSENTIAL THAT ALL 
NUCLEAR- WEAPON STATES PARTICIPATE IN IT IF PROGRESS WERE 
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TO BE MADE. MEXICO SUGGESTED AS AN ALTERNATIVE HOLDING 
A SPECIAL GA ON DISARMAMENT, WHILE GHORRA (LEBANON) 

FEARED THAT A SPECIAL GA WOULD SIMPLY BE A FORUM FOR UNFRUITFUL 
DEBATE AND PRODUCE RESOLUTIONS THAT COULD NOT BE CARRIED 
OUT. HE THOUGHT THE GA ITSELF SHOULD BREAK AWAY FROM 
THE PRACTICE OF DEALING WITH SO MANY DISARMAMENT ITEMS 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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EACH SESSION. INSTEAD, PERHAPS FOUR OR FIVE SHOULD BE 
ALLOCATED TO EACH SESSION FOR CONSIDERATION, AND NOT THE 
SAME PROBLEMS EVERY YEAR. JANKOWITSCH (AUSTRIA) SUGGESTED 
THAT PERHAPS IN PROPOSING A CONFERENCE AT THE HIGHEST 
LEVEL OF ALL STATES THE PROPONENTS HAD AIMED TOO HIGH. 

WHEREAS IT MIGHT BE POSSIBLE TO HAVE A LESS AMBITIOUS 
GATHERING. 

CZECHOSLOVAKIA QUESTIONED WHETHER THE MAIORITY OF COUNTRIES 
SHOULD ALLOW TWO STATES TO IMPEDE OR OBSTRUCT THE CONVENING 
OF THE CONFERENCE. BAYANDOR (IRAN) SAID THAT IF THE ISSUE 
OF PARTICIPATION PROVED TO BE AN UNBREAKABLE IMPASSE, HIS 
DELEGATION WAS NOT AGAINST CONSIDERING OTHER ALTERNATIVES, 
INCLUDING POSSIBILITY OF SPECIAL GA ON DISARMAMENT. WITH 
REFERENCE TO REMARKS ABOUT INTERNATIONAL SECURITY, 

HE POINTED OUT THAT DISARMAMENT WAS ONLY THE OTHER SIDE 
OF THE COIN OF INTERNATIONAL SECURITY. A SERIES OF EXCHANGES 
TOOK PLACE BETWEEN PAKISTAN AND INDIA OVER INDIA'S 
1974 EXPLOSION OF A NUCLEAR DEVICE. 

COMMITTEE OF 24 SUBCOMMITTEE ON SMALL TERRITORIES - 

AT BRIEF MEETING MARCH 5, THE SUBCOMMITTEE ELECTED 
UNANIMOUSLY KOUAME (IVORY COAST) AS CHAIRMAN AND REID 
(AUSTRALIA) AS REPPORTEUR.

INFORMATION AND ASSISTANCE - 

WITHOUT OBJECTION, THE SUBCOMMITTEE MARCH 5 ELECTED
